‘Keeping House - 


Plants Healthy 


Insects on house plants are a com- 
mon source of annoyance, but they can | 
be readily controlled. Among them are’ 
red spider, scale insects, aphide and 
thrips. , i 

P. D. McCalla, Supervisor of Hort- 
iculture, Alberta Department of 4gri- 
culture, advises that red spider may 
be washed off by applying water under | 
pressure. Scale insects can be treated 
‘by first brushing off the scale with a 
oap and warm water solution and then 
syringing with clear water. 

Aphids can be controlled either vy 
spraying or by dipping the plant in a 
nicotine sulphate solution. This svlu- 
tion is made up of 4% teaspoonfyl of’ 
nicotine sulphate and % oz. of soap 
flakes dissolved in a quart of luke 
warm water. With smaller plants the 
most conveniént way to use this treat- 
ment is to turn the plant upside down 
so that the foliage is immersed briefly 
in the solution. 

Treatment for thrips ..consists uf 
spraying or dipping in nicotine sul- 
phate, followed in a few days by syrin- 
ging with clear water to wash off any

Handling Tough Grain on Farms 

Late crops, unfavourable harvest- 
ing weather, restricted delivery 
quotas, and the shortage of boxcars 
have made it necessary to store .a 
large volume of “tough” grain on 
farms this winter. Many Western 
farmers are therefore faced with the 
difficult problem of keeping farm- 
stored grain from heating and going 
out-of-condition. 

A Tough Job. There is no easy 
way of crying grain on the farm. 
The average farm is not equipped 
with grain-dryipg machinery, or to 
turn and clean large quantities of 
tough grain. Consequently, to keep 
tough grain in condition, farmers 
must. make the best possible use of 
the one important natural factor 
in their favour, namely, a cold, dry 
climate. 

How to Prevent Losses. As farm- 
ers know only too well, tough grain 
is likely to go out-of-condition when- 
ever high moisture and high tem- 
perature conditions occur. are. 
the conditions which favour the 
development of molds, mites and 
insecte—the real gommies of stored
